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REPORT  OF  ROAD  COMMITTEE 

Road  reconstruction  under  the  1957  five  year  plan  is  pro- 
gressing well  with  this  year's  work  aimed  at  pushing  the  resur- 
facing of  the  Charlestown  Road  toward  completion.  The  road 
committee  spent  an  evening  discussing  our  road  problems  with 
state  highway  engineers  and  as  a  result  came  up  with  the  follow- 
ing recommendation  to  the  tov^Ti: 

Inasmuch  as  we  wish  to  complete  the  resurfacing  of  the 
Charlestown  Road  as  soon  as  possible  and  as  costs  of  construc- 
tion and  surfacing  continue  their  upward  trend,  and  whereas  it 
is  possible  to  obtain  advance  TRA  funds  to  do  two  or  more  years 
work  in  one  year,  it  is  recommended  that  the  town  procure  the 
1959  TRA  funds  to  add  to  those  of  the  current  year  in  an  effort 
to  complete  the  Chai'lestown  Road  in  1958. 

This  can  be  done  by  the  town  raising  its  1958  TRA  share  as 
usual  and  borrowing  the  1959  TRA  funds  in  advance  (both  state 
and  town's  share)  and  then  in  1959  raising  that  year's  town  share 
of  TRA  to  add  to  the  forthcoming  state's  share,  these  to  use  :'n 
repaying  the  loan. 

The  Road  Committee  also  feels  that  the  application  of 
"Farmers'  Mix"  to  the  March  Clark  Road  has  been  delayed  long 
enough  and  should  be  made  this  year.  Some  loss  by  wear  and  ero- 
sion has  already  occured  there.  It  was  the  understanding  that  this 
work  was  to  be  done  in  1957  but  because  of  opposition  by  a  few 
citizens  and  the  finding  of  a  technicality  (a  matter  of  wording) 
in  the  5  yr.  plan  the  work  was  postponed  until  the  town  gives  ap- 
proval to  use  Duncan  funds  for  the  job  this  year. 

Actually,  it  is  the  direct  i-esponsibility  of  the  selectmen  act- 
ing in  cooperation  with  the  state  authorities  to  determine  how 
and  where  TRA  and  Duncan  monies  are  to  be  spent.  Their  de- 
cision is  final,  even  though  it  may  sometimes  be  in  opposition  to 
the  vote  of  the  tovm  meeting.  The  state  is  becoming  more  strict 
in  the  use  of  Duncan  money  and  it  is  henceforth  to  be  used  for 
reconstruction,  etc.,  where  as  in  the  past  it  has  been  added  to  our 
summer  maintainance  appropriation  for  maintainance  purposes. 
Our  budgeted  summer  maintenance  appropriation  is  som.ewhat 
larger  this  year  to  offset  this  change  in  policy.

Report  of  Trustees,  1957 

Services  of  the  Silsby  Free  Public  Library  during  1957  has 
continued  much  as  before.  We  have  been  able  to  borrow  a  larger 
than  usual  number  of  books  from  the  Library  Extension  Service 
due  to  the  larger  Bookmobile.  Therefore  our  circulation  has  ben- 
efited. We  have  also  had  more  requests  for  State-loaned  books. 

During  the  summer  we  granted  the  Historical  Society  per- 
mission to  use  part  of  the  so-called  "Children's  Room"  to  exhibit 
maps  and  pamphlets  of  interest  to  the  public. 
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We  have  renewed  subscriptions  for  magazines  and  purchased 
ten  new  books.  A  small  sum  of  money  was  realized  from  the 
sale  of  discarded  books. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  there  has  been  presented 
to  the  library  by  Letty  Marvin  a  sampler  made  by  her  great- 
grandmother  while  she  lived  in  Acworth;  also  a  copy  of  a  deed 
written  June  18,  1795  concerning  a  land  transaction  between 
William  Mitchell  and  Paul  Mason,  both  residents  of  Acworth  at 
that  time. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  you 
who  gave  so  generously  in  time  and  effort  in  the  sorting  and  fil- 
ing of  books,  refinishing  a  floor  and  for  the  loan  or  gift  of  new 
books,  or  help  in  any  way.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
district  on  the  eleventh  day  of  March,  1958,  at  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensu- 
ing three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensu- 
ing two  years. 

5.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

6.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers  or  agents 
of  the  district.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Acworth,  I  herewith  submit 
my  first  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Mrs.  Virginia  Blake  and  Mrs.  Bess  Sandercock  returned  as 
teachers  of  grades  one  to  three  and  four  to  six  respectively.  Our 
teachers  have  worked  hard  to  provide  worthwhile  educational  ex- 
periences for  their  pupils,  and  to  program  their  assignments  to 
help  meet  their  needs  and  individual  differences.  It  is  very  pos- 
sible that  Mrs.  Sandercock  will  not  be  able  to  be  with  us  another 
year.  For  personal  reasons,  she  feels  it  necessary  to  accept  a 
position  elsewhere  in  a  location  nearer  her  home  in  Goffstown. 

Our  school  enrollment  this  year  has  reached  a  high  of  fifty- 
seven  pupils.  It  is  expected  that  eight  students  will  be  promoted 
and  sent  to  the  Alstead  school  another  year.  The  town  census 
would  indicate  that  we  may  expect  an  entering  first-year  class  of 
fourteen  pupils.  This  would  mean  an  increase  in  the  total  enroll- 
ment for  next  year  to  sixty-three. 

We  wish  to  comment  that  Mr.  Sprague  has  completed  his 
work  as  janitor  of  the  local  school.  Everyone  connected  vdth 
the  school  wishes  to  express  his  appreciation  for  the  many  serv- 
ices that  Mr.  Sprague  has  rendered  during  his  period  as  custodian 
of  our  building.  The  school  board  felt  it  necessary  to  employ 
someone  who  could  give  more  time  to  the  cleaning  of  the  class- 
rooms than  the  present  arrangements  provided.  Mrs.  Murdough 
was  appointed  to  replace  Mr.  Sprague,  her  services  began  as  of 
January  1,  1958. 

This  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  Miss  Maclver,  our  school 
nurse.  I  am  sure  everyone  appreciates  the  fine  work  she  has 
done  in  carrying  on  an  effective  health  program  in  our  school. 
Her  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  children  is  very  geniiine. 

Acworth  should  be  proud  of  its  school  lunch  program,  con- 
sidered as  one  of  the  best  in  our  union.  Mrs.  Murdough,  a  tire- 
less worker,  has  provided  excellent  lunches  as  cook  in  the  school 
kitchen.  Local  contributions  and  government  surplus  foods  have 
made  the  financing  of  this  program  much  easier. 

I  wish  to  thank  everyone  for  the  cooperation  given  me  this 
year,  and  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  school 
board  who  have  all  been  in  full  support  of  our  school  program.

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SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 

Many  times  during  the  past  5  years  I  have  been  asked  these 
questions:  "Do  you  work  for  just  this  school  district?"  or  "How 
many  schools  do  you  visit?"  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  answer  these  questions. 

Your  school  nurse  is  employed  by  Supervisory  School  Union 
No.  5.  Union  No.  5  is  comprised  of  six  school  districts  -  one  of 
which  is  a  consolidated  school  district  sei-ving  two  towns.  We 
have  approximately  1300  children  in  9  school  buildings.  The  build- 
ing and  opening  of  three  new  schools  within  the  last  four  years 
resulted  in  the  closing  of  14  old  one  room  school  houses.  The 
opening  of  these  new  buildings  has  resulted  in  my  having  more 
time  to  work  vnih  the  children  and  more  time  to  visit  with  par- 
ents. Both  of  these  factors  have  led  to  a  better  understanding  of 
the  childi'en's  problems  as  well  as  better  means  to  cope  with  them. 
Most  important,  however,  is  the  fact  that  these  new  buildings 
have  provided  a  more  healthful  and  wholesome  atmosphere  for 
both  pupils  and  teachers. 

The  main  office  of  the  school  nurse  is  in  Charlestown.  As 
most  of  yoia  know,  our  Union  covers  a  large  area.  One  of  our  dis- 
tricts is  30  miles  from  Charlestown,  another  is  21  miles,  another 
is  20,  and  the  other  two  districts  are  7  and  9  miles  from  Charles- 
town. 

A  monthly  schedule  is  set  up  by  the  school  nurse.  Certain 
days  of  each  month  are  set  aside  for  each  school  district  and  a 
copy  of  this  schedule  is  posted  in  each  school.  Unless  an  emer- 
gency arises  or  the  weather  prevents  travelling,  this  schedule  is 
met.  Needless  to  say  this  type  of  schedule  must  be  flexible  to  a 
certain  degree.  The  same  type  of  health  program  is  carried  out 
in  all  areas. 

Salk  Vaccine  Clinics  have  again  been  made  available  to  all 
areas.  Everyone  -wishing  their  children  to  have  Salk  Vaccine  have 
had  several  opportunities  to  do  so.  At  the  present  time,  there  are 
no  plans  fcr  further  Salk  Clinics  in  the  schools.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  pre-school  children  will  have  their  Salk  Vaccine  through  the 
Pre-School  Immunization  Clinics.  These  clinics  will  be  available 
to  all  areas. 

Our  routine  testing  programs  were  carried  out  this  past  year 
as  usual.  The  fine  response  and  cooperation  of  parents  and  in- 
terested individuals  resulted  in  many  more  corrections  of  defects 
than  we  have  had  in  the  past.  These  defects  included  problems  in 
vision,  hearing,  dental  needs,  orthopedic  needs,  general  health, 
social  and  classroom  adjustments,  as  well  as  speech  difficulties. 
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In  instances  where  financial  assistance  was  necessary,  it  was  pro- 
vided by  private  citizens,  service  clubs  and  State  agencies. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appi-eciation  to  all  of  you 
who  have  helped  so  much  with  the  school  health  program  -  par- 
ents, School  Board,  Superintendent,  teachers,  principals  and  those 
of  you  who  have  helped  so  much  with  our  various  climes.
